Forty years ago a distant cousin left 


Philadelphia for a tour of England and 
Scotland. 
Knowing Miss White's pen- 


chant for collecting old things, he kept- 
his eyes open for odd bits, and many a 
piece In Miss White's large collection 
came from him. While in Bargo, the old- 
fashioned Fifashlre town in which Alex- 
ander Selkirk was born,' he noticed in 
passing by a cottage that a public sale 
waa In progress—some one was being dis- 
possessed for non-payment of rent.

PHYSICIAN TELLS 


Of KISS OF DEATH 


Dr. Edith Brownsill Warns 


Mothers' dub Against 


Germs. 


BERKELEY, Aug. 16,—"Never kiss 


persons who are afflicted, even slightly, 
with tuberculosis. 
It Is the klu of death 


and chould be avoided, even though the 
natural feelings of mother, wife, son, 
daughter, husband or sweetheart are out- 
rsoed." 


The above declaration was made last 


night by Dr. Edith Brownsill of the unl- • 
verslty faculty to the Mother's Club of 
South Berkeley at the club's meeting in 
the Lincoln school. 
Dr. Brownslll's sub- 


ject was "Tuberculosis." 


In discussing tho disease, and means 


for Its prevention, Dr Brownsill spoke in 
part as follows, concluding her address 
with the words of warning about kissing 
tuberculosis patients: 


"One 
In every seven persons dies of tu- 


berculosis In some form. 
The disease Is 


due to the germ of tuberculosis which 
gains access to some part of the body. 
Milk and meats are articles especially 
likely to be tuberculous." 


SHOULD WASH FRUITS. 


Dr, Browns!!l advised that fruit from 
markets should ha washed before bein^ 
used—not only on account of the dusi 
from the street, but because It is not 
known but some person with tuberculosis 
may have handled the fruit. 
It war 


pointed out that the greatest source o( 
Infection is In the air, due chiefly to tha 
fact that persons with consumption ex- 
pectorate on the streets, sidewalks and 
other public places and that even in 
homes expectoration from consumptives 
is often not properly taken care of: that 
this sputum should be covered with anti- 
septic solution or, better' ^till, burned. 
If not thus disposed of It dies and- is 
blown about In minute particles in the 
air. 
to be Inhaled and reaching the lungs 


and circulation the germs make their 
resting'place in some weak spot quickly 
bring about a disintegration of tissues. 


The duty of the housewife, It was made 


plain, was to so furnish her house that 
all dust can lie easily removed; to have 
no carpets or hangings that cannot be 
taken out and beaten frequently, no bed- 
ding that cannot be washed, mattresses 
and pollows to be put in the sun once a 
week if possible, and fresh air always ad- 
mitted to living rooms and especially to 
sleeping rooms day and night.

of a sensation by stating that as the sa- 
loon complained of is near the border line, 
It is largely frequented by persons from 
Berkeley who resort 
to Landregan & 


White's and set drunk. 


He further explained that from personal 


Investigation he knew that the saloon 
owners try to conduct an orderly, de- 
cent place, but the Berkeley trade ren- 
dered this hard to carry out. 
It was decided to further consider the 


protest at the next meeting of the com- 
mittee. 


ANOTHER IS DENIED. 


The committee denied the petition of 


James Higgins for a saloon license at 
771 Webster street, apparently because 
there was a new saloon licensed a month 
ago on an opposite corner.

Titus for ,i saloon license at 741 San Pab- 
lo avenue was recommended to be grant- 
ed.A protest against the granting of a 
license to Joseph Oakes to conduct a sa- 
loon at the northeast corner of Seventh 
and Campbell street was filed with the 
committee. The protest, which was based 
on the assertion that there are 47 Saloons 
within a radius of four blocks of the 
proposed location, was signed by forty- 
one citizens.

OPINION FROM ATTORNEY. 


Theillcense committee received a com- 
munication from the city attorney in re- 
sponse to an inquiry as to whether liquor 
can be sold in a restaurant under the 
authority of a license granted to the pro- 
prietor of the restaurant to conduct a 
saloon when a door opens' between the 
saloon and the restaurant. The city at- 
torney's opinion Is as follows:

"Section & of Ordinance No. 2203 pro- 
vides as follows: No permission shrtll be 
granted under the provisions of this or- 
dinance to any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell such liquors in any room or 
place where groceries, drugs, or mer- 
chandise, other than tobacco and cigars, 
are sold at wholesale or rctg.il, or In 
any room or place having any opening 
into, or door connection with premises 
where groceries, drugs, or merchandise, 
other than tobacco and cigars, are sold 
at wholesale o rretall." 
In my opinion said section 5 does not 
apply to the condition stated In your let- 
ter and that wines and liquors can be 
sold In a restraurant, where conditions 
are aa stated in your letter.

NOT STUDYING JAPANESE. 


•; "That Is," said Professor Jenks, "I am 
not on a trip to study the conditions of 


> Japanese immigration, any more' than.-1 
•an the exclusion of the Chinese or the 
entrance Into this country of any partic- 
ular class of European immigration.

am using my vacation months from the 
classroom at Ithaca to follow Into some 
of my duties as a member of the immi- 
gration 
commission appointed 
by the 


president. 
Some members of the com- 


.mlssion are now 
abroad looking 
Into 
phases of the matter, and I am putting 
In the months by. a trip along the Can- 
adian border and on the Pacific Coast. I 
spent some time In Quebec, Montreal and 
Seattle, and shall go from here to Los 
'Angeles! No, there Is no significance to 
my visit here as relating to the Japanese 
question—none whatever." 


.DODOES )AP QUESTION. 


Professor Jenks would not be drawn 
into a»y discussion of the burning Imml- 
gratiol question of California. 
He re- 
iterated again that he was studying the 
question and %ith no reference to- races 
other than as they bore on the general 
matter. .When asked if he had not made 
it a purpose to look closely into the in- 
vasion of the Japanese over the Canadian 
border, the economist smiled Interestedly. 
"Naturally I did Investigate the mat- 
ter, but only under the broad lattltude 
allowed by the scope of the commission's 
Inquiry. This with all the rest of my 
conclusions, will later be embodied In the 
report which nine members of the com- 
mission will make to Congress., This 
report will represent the widest study of 
the Question from all sides and from 
many places abroad where the streams of 
Immigration are heaviest, as well as the 
areas in the United States where the 
foreign influx seema to create a griev- 
ance locally. The commission will make 
direct 
recommendations to 
Congress, 
based on Its' studies, which wyi then, 
doubtless, form the basis 'of new legis- 
lation. It Is hardly reasonable to sup- 
pose we can complete this report In 'a 
year. It Is a big problem and takes time 
and labor." 


AN EMINENT ECONOMIST. 


Professor Jenks conferred rrlth the of- 
ficials of the local immigration bureau 
In the afternoon gathering data for his 
share of the report. He Is one of the 
eminent economists of the United States 
being head of the department of politics 
and economy at Cornell. 
His original 
views and energetic 
utterances 
early 
brought him the friendship of President 
Roosevelt, and his reputation as a pub- 
licist led' to his appointment as com- 
missioner of the War Department In 1903 
to report upon economic conditions in 
the English and Dutch colonies of the 
Orient. 
In this report Professor Jenks 
favored the Eeglstratlon of Chinese la- 
borers and their admission to the Philip- 
pines under a three-year contract -sys- 
tem. He Is a graduate of the University 
of Michigan, and a lecturer of note apart 
from his value as «• scholar and man olr 
affairs in the field of remedial economic 
'research,
